EVENTFUL CAREER. 


Former Congressman Galusha Grow 


Dead at His Home. 


Blnghamton X. Y.. April I —Former 


Congressman Galusha \ Grow died at 
his home in Glenwood, Pa . as a result 
of a general bieakdovui aitiibnred to 
old a?e. Mr Glow was elected to con- 
Kress -from 
the Wilmot district of 


Pennsylxania as the youngest member 
of that body in 1S51, and after retire- 
ment from public life for nearly 40 
years he re-entered the house of rep- 
resentatn es as congvcssman-at-large 
from Penns.vlvania 14 jears ago. When 
he retired four years a?o. his public 
service in the house extended over the 
longest period, although not continu- 
ous service, of any man who ever sat 
in that .body. In ante-bellum days be 
was one of the best-known men in the 
rnited States, and in 1864 he came 
within one, vote of being nominated for 
vice president in place of Andrew 
Johnson, who became president on the 
death ot Abraham Lincoln. Mr. Grow 
was elected speaker of the house of 
representatives in ISfil and occupied 
that position during the first two years 
of the war, until his retirement from 
congress in I8G3.

Rome, April 1.—While Llo>d C. 


Gnscom. the American 
ambassador, 


and Mrs. Grfscom -were returning from 
the Easter services at the American 
church they saw smoke rising from 
the roof of their home, the Palazzo 
Del Drago.

Managers to Grant Nothing More 
Than Offered. 


Chicago, April 1.—Chairman Knapp 


of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and Commissioner of Labor Neill 
failed in three conferences to bring 
about a single concession that -would 
avert a strike of trainmen on western 
railroads. 


The discussions in the three confer- 


ences developed in detail -why the 
railroads would refuse to make far- 
ther concessions, and the employes 
outlined their position by telling why 
further concessions should be made. 


Employes, it was said, had 
in- 


timated to the commissioners that 
they weie willing to concede some- 
thing ftoni tbeir original demands in 
the mteiest of peace, but what conces- 
sions they would make were not dis- 
closed 


The railroad managers, on the other 


hand, are said to have declared that 
they would grant nothing more than 
they have already offered their em- 
plojes, and that the recent vote of 
the men in favor of a strike -was not 
a fair criterion of the feelings enter- 
tained toward the proposition of the 
railroads. They asserted that most of 
the passenger conductors were willing 
to accept the advance offered, and 
voted for a rejection of the 
terms 


Egainst their own better judgment ^ 


Grand Chiefs Morrissey and Garret- 


son of the labor organizations denie< 
that any influence was exercise< 
among the men in order to secure a 
vote favorable to the strike. A join' 
conference between the managers and 
union leaders may be held, although 
It is said that it will depend largely 
upon tho attitude of the managers.
